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MEXICAN AMERICAN PROJECT 
CRIES FOR VOICE IN OWN DESTINY

Dr. James G. Bond, President 
of California State University, 
Sacramento, announced on 
October 2 a series of 
administrative changes in the 
Mexican American Education 
Project. The most important was 
the transfer of fiscal 
responsibility from the hands of 
the SSU Foundation director, 
Eugene Morris, to the office of 
University Business Manager 
Stanley W. Pretzer. 

In his statement Dr. Bond said, 
“I want to say that, in my 
opinion, the Foundation 
administration, in its zealous 
efforts to insure the fiscal 
responsibility in the Mexican 
American Education Project, has 
on occasion overstepped its role 
of financial overseer and moved 
into areas of academic concern 
where its qualifications can be 
questioned.” 

Dr. Bond further said that 
“Many of thi probiems which 
have been brought to light by 
the recent allegations and audit 
reports have been in existence 
almost from the inception of the 

rogram. There! = been rapid 


shifts in the administration of 
the Project during its history. 
There has been consistently 
unclear direction and supervision 
from the University that could 
have provided continuity and 
quality control.” 
The Mexican American 
Education Project, a federally 
funded program that trains 
bilingual, bicultural educators 
has been under attack for the 
past three months. Charges of 
mismanagement, chiseling and 
waste have been leveled against 
the Project in a number of 
newspaper stories. Newspaper 
reports were based on a 
confidential report authored by 
Eugene Morris, Director of the 
SSU Foundation, and on a 
questionable chain of events 
involving the SSU Foundation, 
niversity officials, chancellor’s 
e, Board of Trustees, and 
key newspaper reporters. 
hese reports, in the eyes of 
the public, have charged, tried, 
and convicted the Mexican 
American Education Project in a 
manner which Project personnel 
believe has violated the purpose 


of the project. It is the opinion 
of the project that the news 
reports have given a distorted 
negative impression to the 
public. 

The following events led to a 
climax early this month. 

In early January the 
Community Advisory Board of 
the Project in writing and in 
conference with the former 
Presideat of the college, Bernard 
L. Hyink , expressed their 
concerns abeut harrassment by 
the SSU Foundation Director, 
Eugene Morris. They charged 
that Morris was systematically 
and overtly attempting to 
prevent the Project from 
functioning effectively. 

That same month, the director 
of the Project, Steve Arvizu, in a 
formal presentation before the 
Foundation’s Board of 
Governors, outlined his concerns 
with documentation to 
substantiate charges made 
against the Foundation. One of 
his requests was the Foundation 
Director Eugene Morris’ contract 
not be reviewed until his 
performance had been 


of Education. 

Plans had been made to meet 
with Dr. Bond at this time. 
However, he refused to meet 


adequately evaluated or the 
Project’s concerns had been 
adequately reviewed. 

In. February, the President 
appointed a three-man 
committee to investigate the 
situation and to make 
recommendations to the Board 
and President. 

Late that month an undated 
and signed report by Foundation 
Director Eugene Morris was 
given to the Board of Governors, 
the chancellor’s office, the 
library and others. It contained a 
list of allegations and charges 
concerning mismanagement, 
irregularities, and misuse of 
funds within the Project. 

In early March the concerns 
and charges presented in early 
January to the President and the 
SSU Foundation Board of 
Governors were submitted in 
summary form. 

In April, due to the Morris 
report, Mike Mojica was sent 
from the chancellor’s office to 
investigate the Project. Mojica’s 
report has not been made public. 
Another team of investigators 
was sent from the chancellor’s

office to do a comprehensive 
investigation and analysis of the 
charges made in the Morris 
Report. 

This report was made by Ed 
Macias and Bob Bess. It has not 
been made public. However, 
there are indications that both 
reports are critical of the SSU 
Foundation and of the 
Sacramento University 
administration. 

During the months after April 
the chancutior’s office requested 
University officials to respond to 
the Morris Report. Meetings 
were held concerning the 
Mexican American Project. Staff 
and board members from the 
Project were excluded. 

On August 11, the Sacramento 
Union featured a front-page 
story (CHISELING AND 
WASTE AT SSU) criticizing the 
Project and paraphrasing the 
contents of the Morris Report. 
At the time of the news story 
the Morris Report was 
confidential and under review, it 
was the sole basis for the Union 
article.
